Another significant celebration came in 1947 when throughout the 
state the Church observed the 100th anniversary of the arrival of the 
Mormon Pioneers. Wasatch Stake held a valley-wide celebration from 
July 15 through 19 and in addition hosted the Black Hawk Encampment.

The county fair was also planned for that time. A parade, featuring Miss 
ReNee Thacker as Wasatch County Queen was held. Attendants to the 
queen were Miss NaDene Sweat and Miss Eileen Dearden. 

When the regular Wasatch County Fair was begun in 1925, Lyman 
Rich was appointed chairman and served until 1929. Other chairmen dur- 
ing the years have included J. M. Ritchie, 1930-38; H. Clay Cummings, 
1939; J. A. Anderson, 1940; R. C. Draper, 1941 and 1943; John A. Ander- 
son, 1947; Louis J. Adams, 1948-49; W. J. Bond, 1950; Myron C. Gale, 
1951-52; Arvel McAffee, 1953 to 1960 and J. V W. V. Jordan, 1960-. No fairs 
were held in 1942 or from 1944 to 1947 because of wartime conditions. 

An outstanding fair and celebration was held in 1959 when Wasatch 
County celebrated its centennial. Former residents came from all parts 
of the country to enjoy the many entertainments and reunions. Several 
queens and their attendants were honored, including Minnie L. Crook, 
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Clyde and Eliza Rasband as her counselors. Emma Fortie was the secre- 
tary. They served until 1929 when Nellie C. DeGraff became presi- 
dent. Her counselors included Emma G. Carlile, Lacy Swain, Mary 
Thomas, Mary Sander and Isabel Baum. Mrs. DeGraff served nearly 
20 years until 1947 when Violet Olpin was sustained as president with 
Marion Clegg and Ruth Mae Witt as counselors and Florence Nelson 
and Leah Horrocks as Secretaries. 

In 1953 Ruth Mae Witt became president with Mina Giles and Dulcie 
Young as counselors and Thelma Hair, secretary. Then in 1956 Mina 
Giles became the ninth president of the Stake Relief Society. Thelma 
Wootton, LaVon Burch, Yvonne Miller and Lavada Harrison have been 
her counselors, with Rachel Jaicoletti, DeEsta Jordan and Birdie Rasband 
as secretaries. Sister Giles, along with Sisters Wootton, Harrison and 
Rasband constitute the present presidency. 

Through the years, the sisters of Wasatch Stake Relief Society 
have stored wheat, assisted in Red Cross work. financed maternity and 
child welfare plans, established a nurses training course, offered temple 
and burial clothes to members of the Church, assisted in county fairs, 
sponsored home canning projects of fruit and vegetables, planted trees 
on the Stake House grounds, participated in Church Welfare programs, 
sponsored fashion shows, organized choruses of Singing Mothers, con- 
ducted social events, purchased hospital beds. studied the Gospel as well 
as the history of the United States, purchased paintings of Church lead- 
ers to hang in buildings and assisted officers of the Priesthood in funeral 
services and events of the wards and stake. 

The work of the Church might go on without the Relief Society, but 
_it certainly would be much more difficult without them. 


WASATCH STAKE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Sunday School meetings in Wasatch County were first held in the 
homes of members of the Church. As wards were organized they in- 
cluded Sunday School classes. Then when the Wasatch Stake was 
organized in July of 1877 a stake Sunday School unit was established. 

Samuel J. Wing served as the first superintendent in the stake, with 
James H. Moulton as first assistant and William McMillan as second 
assistant. They continued until Jan. 23, 1893 when Joseph H. Lambert 
became superintendent. ‘ 

During his superintendency the first stake board was organized. 
Known as the Stake Sunday School Aides, the board consisted of Henry 
L. McMullin, Joseph A. Rasband, John W. Crook, William H. Bond, 
Frederick Crook, John W. Winterrose and John Bond, who was secre- 
tary. They were called on June 18, 1899, and held the first Stake Sun- 
day Schoo! Union Meeting in the Central School at Heber on March 2, 
1902.

Jess R. Walker, 1953-54; Byron Cheever, 1954-55; Harold Stevens, 
1955-56; John A. Anderson, 1956-57; J. W. Jordan, 1957-58; Guy Mc- 
Donald, 1958-59; Gordon Mendenhall, 1959-60 and Harold H. Smith, 
1960-61 and 1961-62. 

Typical of the projects sponsored by Wasatch Merchants was the 
Dog Sled Derby held in February, 1960. The success of the first Derby 
prompted the planning of another for February, 1961, but no coopera- 
tion from the weather resulted in no snow and a postponement. How- 
ever, plans are going forward to make the Derby an annual event, de- 
pending on the snowfall. 

The program for the February, 1960 celebration carried a list of 
sponsoring Wasatch merchants, and indicated the stature and diversity 
of business firms in the valley.
